The Weil-Known Methodist Divine 


Passes Away In a Hotel. 


D. W. H. H. Adams,ex-president of the 


Wesleyan University at, Bloomington, 
and pastor of the Methodist chuich at 
Atlanta, 111., was found dead yesterday 
afternoon in his hotel at Hot Springs, 
Ark., a few hours after his arrival at Hint 
city, whither he had gone for the benefi 
of his health. It is supposed that h 
died from an overdose of chloroform. A 
telegram to the JJloonjin((ton Pantu 
graph from Hot Springs states that JJ. 
Adams retired at 5 o'clocK yesterday 
morning, on hie arrival, complaining o 
great fatigue and loss of Bleep. Soon 
after incoherent talking and outcries 
were heard in hia room. At H o'clock a 
doctor was called and (idreuniBtered bro- 
mide and chloral snd left an atteudan 
who remained but a short time. At II 
he was sleeping Eoundl); all o'clock he 
was found dead. After hie death, on the 
dresser in his room, WGB found a two 
ounce bottle with about half mi ounce o 
chloroform left in it, the bottle labelec 
by a druggist at Poplar 
Bluff, Mo 


BJeorrnngton friends telegraphed to Gen 
John McNulta, who ie at the Springs, I 
have the body embalmed and forwarder 
to Bloomington. It will be done. 


The first news of the death of Dr. Ad 


anas was received in Decbtnr lust nigh 
during the progress of the union meeting 
when a telegram was placed in the hands 
of Rev. James Miller. The news was a 
great shock to him and the other clergy1 


men present. The decettsed joined the 
Illinois conference in IhTO. Among his 
living classmates are Kev. James Miller 
Rev. M. D Hawes, Kev. \V. U. Beet »nd 
others. He had often visited Decittur 
and had occupied Decatur pulpits during 
his lifetime. Many Methodists have en- 
deavored in past years to secure his ap- 
pointment as pastor of the Fust church. 
He was a powerful pulpit orfitor find 
good man.
